Plans 


a. The annual briefing of the State Department Foreign Service 
Inspection Corps has been set for 22 January 1957 from 0900 to 1230 
in the DCI Conference Room, 2lU Administration Building. The change 
from the previously set date of 9 January was due to a conflict with 
DCI and DD/P staff meetings which ruled out all weekdays except Tues- 
day* The date of Tuesday the 22nd was most acceptable to the Inspec- 
tion Corps. Mr. lyman Kirkpatrick, The Inspector General, has agreed 

to chair the meeting. First reports indicate that approximately sixteen
